Recalls Frog La Lake Massacre 


Address Given By W. 8. Cameron, Sole 
Survivor of Massacre 

Over 300 people assembled at Frog 
Lake recently to attend the unveiling 
of a tablet erected to the memory ot 
the men who fell in the Frog Lake 
massacre ip April, 1885.

Oldest Statue In London - 


Revealed When Taverns Were Oe- 
molished 100 Years Ago 

The distinction of being the oldest 
btatue in London, England, is claimed 
for a figure, believed to represent King 
Alfred, whish stood in Trinity Square, 
thwark, ‘or nearly 100 years, and 

is believed to be‘More than 500 years 
Recent research by Mr. Allck Abra 
hams, given in the “Southwark. Dio 
cesan Gaze cte,” shows that the statue 
was brought to light early last cen- 


| were added, the famous roof was set 


up, and the north porch, with its many 
niches and statues, was built. 

A hundred years afterwards two 
taverns, bearing the remarkable 
names Heaven and dell, were erected 
against the north wall of the porch, 
hiding most of the niches and statuary. 
The taverns were allowed to stand un- 
til about 100 years ago, when they 
were pulled down, and tho statues 
were revealod, 

With one exeeption the statues were 
destroyed or buried in 1825. The ex- 
ception found its way to Trinity 
Square, Southwark. The right hand 
is 'missing, and the left, somewhat 
mutilated, is thought to have held 
aloft a short sword.

Almost 250,000 people gathered with 

their Majesties the King and Queen 
at Wembley Stadium, May 24, for the

A consignment of lumber from 
South Westminster, B.C., arrived re- 
cently at Dorval, Quebec, on the 
Canadian Pacific lines, consisting of 
twenty-nine logs of Douglas_Fir, 
some of which were so long that 
three flat-cafs were required to 
eatry them.

“Western Canada has never had 
better crop prospects than which 
exist now,” stated Ernest G. Cook, 
of E. Cook, Ltd., Crop Insurance 
Co., of Moose Jaw, Sask., who re- 
cently spent two weeks at Banff, 
after touring the West and study- 
ing crop conditions. 


According to “Agricultural and 
Industrial Progress in Canada” the 
Department of Trade and Commerce 
has issued the following compara~ 
tive statement for 1924 and 1926 
trade in the Dominion:—

According to the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics the annual con- 
sumption of standing timber for use, 
amounts to about 2,600,000,000 cubic 
feet. The loss by fire, insects and 
fungi about doubles this depletion, 
and it is estimated that Canadian 
forests are depleted at the rate of 
upwards of five and « half billion 
eubic-feet per annum. 


For the first time ih the history 
ef Canada upwards of three thou- 
sand redskins from the four western 
provinces and Montana journeyed to 


McLeod, Alberta, early in July, and, 


held an all-Indian celebration “and 
formed a league of plains Indians. 
Five thousand white people attended 
the ceremony and watched the In- 
dians stage their spectacular mount- 
ed war-dance.
